— A dispatch to tin- 
Central News from Wi Ju says Count 
Yamagata, communder-in-chief of the 
Japanese forces In Corea, has reported 
to the government at Tokio that a de- 
tachment of 1,000 Japanese infantry 
crossed the Yalu river on the morning 
of October 24 ut Sukoehln. above WI
